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A Few Sweet Notes on Publishing 


A Realistic Approach Does Not Necessarily Mean a Pessimistic One 


ALEX L. HILLMAN

I WANT To TAKE this opportunity to thank 
you for the article, “A Few Sour Notes on 
the Book Business,’ which appeared in your 
issue of August 17th. I feel that it is a very 
intelligent discussion of the problems in- 
volved, and that the Publishers’ Weekly is 
to be commended for concerning itself, and 
for being the organ in which this interesting 
point of view should be presented. If I take 
any exception to portions of that analysis it 
is not because I fear being realistic; on the 
contrary, I fully appreciate that a critical, 
realistic analysis of all of our problems can 
only be most helpful. 

I doubt that any industry makes money 
over a long time fooling its customers; I am 
positive that no industry can make money 
fooling itself. But a realistic approach does 
not necessarily mean a pessimistic one, nor 
does it mean swallowing uncritically the 
prophets of economic and cultural despair. 

I have no quarrel with those parts of the 
article which concern themselves with edi- 
torial policy, publicity, and advertising; but 
even here obviously the last word has not 
been said. Many of the units of our industry 
have shown not only wide intelligence and 
genuine understanding of many branches of 
human thought in their editorial policy, but 
have also displayed great skill and ingenuity, 
and I am confident that on the creative side 
our industry suffers probably less than that 
of any other occupation in this country. Here 
as everywhere else in human affairs there 
are weak links. But it is an interesting fact 
that throughout the depression not a single 
major bankruptcy has occurred in the pub- 
lishing business. Not only that, but the old, 


well-financed firmly established houses have 
with very few exceptions earned interest on 
invested capital. This at a time when the 
largest industrial organizations in America, 
catering to the widest necessity markets, were 
losing millions of dollars. It is natural for 
men to complain—the other fellow’s pasture 
is always greener than ours. But this is not 
realism—it is naivism. 

That to an uncomfortable extent our dis- 
tribution has broken down, there can be no 
question. A six-year period of deflation un- 
paralleled in the history of modern times has 
naturally eliminated weak retail outlets. 
Small retailers are never hardy, and in the 
book business that has been especially true. 
But even that is not a hardship from which 
books have suffered more than other lines 
of activity. I went to Baltimore recently on 
a selling trip and my Pullman neighbor be- 
wailed the fact that at one time he had 150 
dry goods stores to which to sell handker- 
chiefs in Baltimore; he now has only 35, 
of which he could extend credit to only 20. 

This is not a problem which can be solved 
in one day. It is not a task which can be 
accomplished in one year. Over a stretch 
of time, if general business improves, and in 
my opinion (as will be pointed out more 
clearly) it will improve, and we are facing 
a large period of expansion, those retailers 
who are now in business will build from 
profits a new capital structure thereby en- 
abling them to carry larger stocks of books, 
which in turn will enable them to sell more 
books. The circle is vicious in its depression: 
less money, fewer books, fewer sales. It is 
equally kindly during the ascension: more 
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books, more sales, more money, more 
books, and so forth. The recent expansion 
of Doubleday, the promised expansion of 
Brentano’s, are already steps in that direction. 


W hat People Want 


I do think that at one point an addition 
might be made to the criticism of editorial 
policies contained in the anonymous article, 
and that concerns itself with the general de- 
sire on the part of the book publishers to 
sell “culture” rather than entertainment. 
Somehow I do not feel that we are the 
chosen few whose duty it is to introduce 
“culture” to the heathen masses. I think 
our function is well fulfilled if we sell what 
people want. After all, neither we nor any- 
body else in a democracy of spending are 
the final arbiters or the final judges of 
values. When we go to a show, or a movie, 
or a concert, it is sufficient that the evening 
is an entertaining one. Why must a book 
be heralded as the most “important” book, 
when what prospective readers are interested 
in is not the most “important” book but just 
simply an entertaining book? My general 
feeling is that if we lean over in selling 
entertainment, and lean back a little bit in 
selling “culture,” we will probably do a little 
better. But here, too, the question is one of 
degree and not one of kind; it is a question 
of emphasis and not of difference. 

And now, for the most important portion 
of the article, that portion which is the reai 
crux of the “sourness” in the “notes.” I 
refer to the ad hominum argument that most 
books are bought by the middle class, that 
our prosperity therefore depends on the mid- 
dle class, that the middle class is being wiped 
out, therefore that we can have no prosper- 
ity. Here is one of those dangerous theses 
starting from an only partially true state- 
ment, going logically on until we lose sight 
of the first statement, and see only the logical 
conclusion. It is characteristic of what the 
writer refers to as the best economic minds 
of the Left of our time, Corey, Strachey, 
Laski, and Soule, and unnamed govern- 
ment statisticians (Lord help critical eco- 
nomic theory if these naive, unsophisticated 
minds represent the best thought of our 
time), but aside from that, let us assume the 
truth of the facts which this argument re- 
flects. 

Let’s assume that the middle class is being 
wiped out, from the standpoint of ownership 
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and income, not psychologically or sociologi- 
cally. Obviously books will not be the only 
things to suffer. Who uses all of the auto- 
mobiles in the country? Who uses what 
my friends in the ladies’ ready-to-wear busi- 
ness euphemistically describe as the $29.50 
dress? Who uses cosmetics? Who uses silk 
stockings? In fact, who uses almost all of 
the consumer goods in our civilization which 
are not reducible to the absolute necessities of 
life? Obviously the middle class in our 
civilization is really the consumers’ goods- 
using class. That proposition has taken on 
all the virtue of an axiom. If books suffer 
because of the failure of the middle class, 
then all industry must suffer. Then we are 
facing a severely contracting, declining capi- 
talism, a period of disintegration, torture 
and despair. As publishers we have little to 
worry about. We will have plenty of com- 
pany in our grief. 

The trouble with this analysis is that it 
proves too much. Our anonymous friend 
has ceased being the book publisher; he 
has become the social prophet. We are now 
in the realm of politics, not book publish- 
ing. Those of us who belong to the Left 
Wing and who believe that Soule, Corey, 
Laski represent the best of economic thought 
will probably agree with him. Those of us, 
on the other hand, who belong to the older 
and more orthodox school of economic 
thought will be inclined to believe that we 
are coming out of this depression, that we 
are facing a period of expanding capitalism, 
a period in which consumers’ goods will be 
used more widely and more fully than ever 
before in the history of human society. 
That was the story of America from 1920 
to 1929. Our middle class expanded ten 
times over during that period. 


Still Expanding 


I am inclined to think that our middle 
class is still expanding. I think that is the 
contribution of this century. If the middle 
class is not expanding economically on the 
basis of income and ownership, it is expand- 
ing sociologically because our colleges and 
universities are grinding out mentalities 
with the middle class psychology. The 
learned professions are increasing their 
membership all the time, and a lawyer is 
more likely to read books even if he earns 
$800 a year than a union stevedore earning 
$2500 a year. And if our lawyer friend 
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cannot buy books he can rent them, and the 
circulating library with its technique of mak- 
ing books available to even the slimmest 
purse is one of the most important develop- 
ments in our industry, even though many 
publishers either do not take it seriously or 
regard it with alarm and despair. If the cir- 
culating libraries and the public libraries 
could be made genuinely effective, the one on 
the basis of proper capital structure, the other 
on the basis of adequate public funds, those 
two units in themselves could make many 
of the mediocre books of which the writer 
speaks which now sell 700 or 800 copies, 
profitable. Such an innovation would mean 
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that hundreds of books which now have 


only a modest sale would get fairly wide 
distribution because while worth 15c for 
rental purposes they are not worth $2.50 
for ownership purposes. 

All in all, the problem is much more 
complicated than “A Few Sour Notes” in- 
dicates. In fact, all of life is much more 
complicated than Soule, Strachey, Corey and 
Company, and the government statisticians 
(especially under the New Deal) consider it 
to be. 

If I am sure of anything, I am sure that 
a parody headed “A Few Sweet Notes” 
would be just as true as its original. 


Elisabeth Bevier Hamilton 


The Second of a Series of Sketches of Children’s Book Editors 
MURIEL FULLER 


ELISABETH BEVIER MAJORED IN Music. all 
through Vassar, and for two years after her 
graduation she studied music intensively 
while living with her father, then Dean of 
Rutgers College, in their New Brunswick 
home. Not long after that, the superintend- 
ent of schools of New Brunswick decided to 
organize a chain of school libraries and he 
offered Elisabeth Bevier the job. She had 
never taken the usual teachers’ courses, like 
psychology and education, so she took exami- 
nations, passed them and got her certificate. 
After holding the position of Supervisor of 
School Libraries in New Brunswick for sev- 
eral years, she decided she ought to have 
some real library training, so she took a 
years course at the New York Public Li- 
brary School. In 1926 she went to Harcourt, 
Brace to do direct contact work with school 
and public libraries. 

Harcourt, Brace already had a distin- 
guished juvenile department and had pub- 
lished Carl Sandburg’s “Rootabaga Stories,” 
Louis Untermeyer’s “This Singing World” 
and Stephen Meader’s “The Black Bucca- 
neer.” 

Early in 1927 Elisabeth Bevier took en- 
tire charge of the children’s books, which 
had been supervised until then by Mrs. Har- 
court. Out of Miss Bevier’s knowledge of 
the many gaps in reading for children grew 





a large number of books. Several adult 
books on the Harcourt, Brace hist were the 
source of future juvenile favorites. So part 
of Sandburg’s ‘Abraham Lincoln” became 
“Abe Lincoln Grows Up.” And this fall 
will appear “Boy on Horseback,” a book for 
boys taken from the Lincoln Steffens auto- 
biography. Constance Rourke, in writing 
“American Humor,” found so many legends 
about Davy Crockett that her biography for 
boys almost suggested itself. 
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The first two photograph books for chil- 
dren ever published in the United States 
were on the Harcourt, Brace list, the popular 
Steichen books, “The First Picture Book,” 
and “The Second Picture Book.” One day 
Ray Everett spoke to Miss Bevier of how 
hard it was to find picture books for his two- 
year-old daughter of a sort she liked—books 
with pictures which had any connection 
with a baby’s experiences. When Mary 
Steichen Martin came in two weeks later 
with the Steichen photographs of everyday 
objects familiar to all babies, the picture 
books were quickly planned. These _pic- 
ture books were an experiment, but their 
success was instantaneous and their imita- 
tors were legion. The photograph books by 
William Clayton Pryor grew out of the 
Steichen books. Mr. Pryor’s transportation 
series covers airplanes, fire engines, steam- 
ships, and trains, and a new series to begin 
this fall pictures familiar industries. The 
first two books in this series are “The Glass 
Book” and “The Steel Book.” 

One day an illustrator, Eleanor Lattimore, 
came in with pen and ink sketches, the best 
of which were two of Chinese children. 
“How about a story of China for children?” 
asked Miss Bevier, when she learned the art- 
ist had lived thirteen years in China. “Why, 
I don’t write,” was the reply. “I’ve never 
written.” But a year later Miss* Lattimore 
came in again, this time with the manu- 
script of “Little Pear” under her arm. Three 
other successful books have followed. 

One of the outstanding authors on the 
Harcourt, Brace list is Louis Untermeyer. 
The Italian government awarded him last 
fall the Enit award, given for the most 
distinguished book on Italy, for his “The 
Donkey of God,” a book of stories about 
Italy for children. “The Last Pirate,” pub- 
lished last fall, makes available in story form 
the plots of seven of the Gilbert and Sulli- 
van operettas, retold as only a_ master 
story-teller can. Mr. Untermeyer and Miss 
Bevier racked their brains for an illustrator. 
“If only Reginald Birch would do them,” 
said Mr. Untermeyer. “He would be just 
the one.” “Yes,” replied Miss Bevier, “if only 
he would.” Miss Bevier got in touch with 
him and found he knew every line of the 
librettos and every note of the scores of the 
famous operettas, and he would not illustrate 


a book remade for children if Mr. Unter- 
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meyer profaned them in any way. But even 
that ardent Savoyard capitulated when he 
read the manuscript, and his drawings are a 
delight. “Rainbow in the Sky,” a new an- 
thology of poems for children by Mr. Unter- 
meyer, will appear this fall, with drawings 
by Reginald Birch. 

Stephen Meader was one of the first juve- 
nile writers on the Harcourt, Brace list. All 
seven of his titles are popular, from “The 
Black Buccaneer” to “Lumberjack.” Max- 
well Reed came in to Miss Bevier one day 
with the manuscript of “The Earth for 
Sam.” For several years Mr. Reed had 
written to his nephew, Sam, letters describ- 
ing prehistoric animals about which the boy, 
he was nine or ten, had a great curiosity. 
Sam’s mother saved the letters and insisted 
that they ought to be published. Another 
followed and the third will appear this fall. 
Dorothy Kunhardt wrote “Junket is Nice” 
for her own children, and her second and 
third books have won the same popularity. 
She is a find, as there is so little real humor 
for children. One day Elisabeth Bevier 
heard Mary Gould Davis, head of the story- 
telling division of the New York Public 
Library, tell Italian stories. She asked her 
to write them down, and “The Truce of 
the Wolf” was the result. “The Handsome 
Donkey,” by Miss Davis, was an outgrowth 
of her travels in Italy, “A Lady’s Kingdom,” 
to be published this fall, is the result of her 
summers spent in the Maine woods. These 
are only a few of the incidents that are the 
outgrowth of Miss Bevier’s keen editorial 
sense, and wide knowledge of what children 
like to read. © 

Again, while May Lamberton Becker 
was editor of St. Nicholas, she called up 
Elisabeth Bevier. “I have a man doing 
handicraft stuff,’ she said, “who should 
write a good book.” So the next time Ed- 
win T. Hamilton came to New York from 
Cleveland, Mrs. Becker saw that he met 
the children’s book editor of Harcourt, Brace. 
Mr. Hamilton was slightly dubious about 
writing books. No, indeed, he didn’t have 
time for it... he wasn’t interested... . 
He remained, not only to write a series of 
excellent handicraft books (now published 
by Dodd, Mead) but he persuaded Elisabeth 
Bevier to become Mrs. Edwin T. Hamilton. 
That was three years ago. 
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Dollar Books Without Tears 


A Quarter of a Million Volumes on Economics and Sociology Sold by 
New Republic in Ten Years

Tue New Republic has just sold its 250,000th 
book at a dollar a copy. An inquiry into the 
methods and success of one of the most 
interesting forms of special publishing in 
America seems very much in order at this 
moment. 

Particularly since these 250,000 books have 
been sold practically without benefit of paid 
advertising. As an advertising man, that 
phenomenon interests me. It should, in fact, 
interest every publisher and bookseller who 
is looking for new ways to enlarge his mar- 
ket, or for new methods of selling. 

These books have been sold to people in 
all walks of life all over the country. They 
have been sold through bookstores and direct- 
by-mail in nearly equal quantities. They are 
serious and important books, works on child 
education, sociology, economics, philosophy. 
They are real books: well printed on good 
paper, and although (except for the most 
recent volume) they are paper-bound, they 
look and feel and act like regular books, 
worthy of inclusion in fastidious typographi- 
cal company. 

Some of these books have been reprinted 
four, five and six times; the average sale has 
been over 6,000 copies of each. One (“Youth 
in Conflict” by Miriam Van Waters) has had 
nine editions; a total of 28,000 copies. To 
the average publisher, struggling with might 
and main to sell out even the first edition of 
a non-fiction work at $2, $3 or even more 
—breathing a great sigh of relief when he 
has at last covered his plant costs—this is all 
decidedly interesting. It becomes even more 
so when one remembers that although the 
purpose of New Republic Books is princi- 
pally to secure distribution for certain social 
and educational books, it nevertheless returns 
a very nice profit. (The first five years of 
the Series cleared $28,000; the second five- 
year period headed into the depression but 
is still financially successful.) 

The first book published was E. C. Linde- 


man’s “Social Discovery.” It was rather too 
bulky and in format resembled the regulation 
volume to which the public had been ac- 
customed, instead of capitalizing the fact 
that here was an entirely new kind of new 
book, at a dramatic new price. Succeeding 
volumes were made more compact, printed 
on 50-lb. antique stock, and the covers were 
attractively printed with posterish designs in 
colors and protected, first with glassine, then 
with cellophane, sealed envelopes. 

Although a large proportion of the business 
is direct-by-mail, a healthy proportion of 
sales has been made through stores through- 
out the country which carry a complete rep- 
resentation. Every mailing piece, in fact, sug- 
gests that the book described can be seen at 
any good bookstore or may be obtained by 
sending in the printed coupon to the pub- 
lisher. 

Take Kenneth Burke’s “Permanence and 
Change” (the latest book issued), as an illus- 
tration. A book of 352 closely printed pages, 
pleasant to hold and to read; bound (this is 
a departure from previous practice) in a flex- 
ible, washable gray cloth binding. Its 
purchasers may have been attracted by the 
appearance of the book itself on a bookstore 
counter; they may have been attracted by the 
price of one dollar on a new book—not a re- 
print. They may have known of Burke’s 
previous work and have been aware of his 
standing as one of the most interesting and 
venturesome of the present day writers on 
aesthetics and philosophy. Or they may simply 
have seen the book advertised in the New 
Republic or in one of the two advertisements 
for the book that appeared outside the pages 
of the New Republic, a book advertisement 
that didn’t look like a book advertisement: a 
single crowded column of six-point type, set 
solid, with no illustrations, no human interest 
headline, no “dramatization,” no appeal to 
your cupidity, your snobbery, or your 
sex instinct. The only display line in 
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the advertisement was a short heading, read- 
ing: “If you are interested,” followed by a 
long list of purely intellectual matters in 
which, conceivably, you or some other 
civilized person might be interested. And at 
the bottom, an invitation to send a dollar 
for “Permanence and Change” by Kenneth 
Burke. 

This advertisement, without a_ single 
“quote,” a “why-we-published-it-and-how- 
agog-we-got”’ or a “masterpiece,” nevertheless 
sold the book. The first edition was of 2,000 
copies; the New Republic expects to sell out 
by October, and will reprint at once. 

The whole approach to the problems of 
selection, presentation, and promotion of 
these volumes is so refreshingly unorthodox 
that I asked Daniel Mebane, treasurer 
of the New Republic and in charge of the 
Dollar Books, to explain the plan behind the 
Series. 

“The New Republic believes,” said Mr. 
Mebane, “that books are made by authors— 
not publishers. We believe that any author 
with something of value to say should have 
an opportunity to have his book published, 
and we supply that opportunity, whether or 
not it is a book that can ever be expected to 
sell. We do not try to make best sellers. 
We are interested primarily in selling the 
first edition of each book. We do it as eco- 
nomically as possible, and we go as directly 
as possible to the reader. By the natural 
laws of economics, however, the second and 
subsequent editions (if there are such) are 
produced even more economically. To sell 
the first edition, which is always 2,500 copies, 
is, however, our primary concern; and we are 
not worried if the edition is not sold imme- 
diately—we are willing to wait three years 
to sell it out if we have to, though most of 
the books go into a second printing in a 
much shorter time than that. 

“The New Republic Books carry no over- 


head; they bear their direct expense only. 


And there is very little expense for advertis- 
ing; 99% of our display advertising is run in 
the New Republic itself, for which, happily, 
we pay nothing. 

“We publish books which would not other- 
wise be published. We have obtained a first 
hearing for authors whose subsequent work 
has immediately been sought by other pub- 
lishers.” Mr. Mebane cited as an example 
“Investment Trusts Gone Wrong” by John 
T. Flynn, which brought its author eight 
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bids from other houses. Other books on 
the list illustrate the type of book that 
the New Republic has endeavored to 
sponsor: works of “permanent yet contempo- 
rary value, of specific and immediate inter- 
est; something more than pamphlets yet less 
than ‘bound volumes.” “What Electricity 
Costs” edited by Morris L. Cooke, “Laissez- 
Faire and Communism” by J. M. Keynes, 
“The Power Fight” by Stephen Raushen- 
busch and “Totem and Taboo” by Sigmund 
Freud are some representative examples of 
the kind of book issued. Some of the au- 
thors, like John T. Flynn, Eduard Lindeman, 
Miriam Van Waters, Agnes de Lima, Michael 
Farbman and Max McConn, who _ have 
achieved national recognition in their re- 
spective fields, received their first book publi- 
cation in the Dollar Series. And Mr. Mebane 
believes that the Series has influenced other 
publishing houses in the direction of a greater 
interest in books on social and economic mat- 
ters. 

The type of book published springs natu- 
rally from the interests of the magazine and 
its editors, who are also the editorial selection 
staff of the book publishing project. The 
many current phenomena of politics, eco- 
nomics and sociology are treated weekly in 
the magazine and lead naturally to more 
extensive treatment in more _ permanent 
forms: i.e., bound volumes. (Only a few of 
the books, however, have been compilations 
of magazine articles; thirty-four of the thirty- 
eight publications were completely new and 
original material.) Every New Republic 
book is a “natural” in the sense that there is 
a known audience whose interest in the sub- 
ject has been proved by current economic 
movements and professional activities, or by 
the magazine’s correspondence columns. 

There is no question but that the dollar 
price is an important factor in the successful 
distribution of the books even though it could 
not possibly be adopted by the average pub- 
lisher under the ordinary set-up. Here is how 
the New Republic works it: 


On the first edition of each book: 


The author gets, per copy..... 10 cents 
The book costs to manufacture. 34 cents

To this must be added postage,

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cost 8 cents more than the 
previous average, on account 
of greater length and the 
cloth, instead of paper, bind- 
ing.) 

Regular discounts are allowed 
to the trade, but because of 
the high proportion of direct 
sales, the average receipt per 
copy is 

Subtracting royalties, manufac- 
turing cost and postage from 
the average receipt there is 
left 28 cents for profit, over- 
head and promotion.

This doesn’t seem like much per copy, and 
it isn’t; but it amounts to $700 on the first 
edition of 2,500 which is usually enough to 
sell the first edition out, which was the ob- 
ject of the whole operation. 

The first edition is printed from type. If 
a second edition seems to be in order, this 
bears the cost of plating. The manufac- 
turing cost is then 24 cents, the author gets 
15 cents; adding 8 cents average postage 
gives a total cost of 47 cents and leaves 33 
cents for overhead, promotion and _ profit. 
The third and subsequent editions bear no 
plant cost; the manufacturing cost is 18 or 
19 cents per copy; the margin for overhead 
and promotion and profit is increased to 39 
cents—which is not bad on a dollar retail 
price judged even by any publishing eco- 
nomics! 

Of the New Republic’s thirty-eight books, 
twenty have been reprinted at least once, and 
eleven have gone into three or more print- 
ings. 

The general publisher, looking at these 
figures and this record, with a possible eye 
to finding out something that will aid Azm, 
will undoubtedly say: “But they don’t have 
to pay for advertising in their own magazine. 
And how can you run a publishing house 
without overhead? And what about selling 
expense? Where are the salesmen?” 

Here are the answers: There is low selling 
expense because Mr. Mebane doesn’t try to 
canvass the entire trade. Only those book- 
sellers who have discovered these books and 
know and believe in them and are able to 
sell them are approached; and with these a 
letter or printed announcement is usually 
enough: the “line” has created its reputation 
and these booksellers, by now, have complete 
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confidence in the editors’ choices. Other 
booksellers write in, after seeing the reviews, 
or other announcements. (This sounds all 
wrong, but they really do.) As for over- 
head, the Series pays part of Mr. Mebane’s 
salary, enough to cover the time he spends 
on the project; it pays for the stenographers 
and clerks and all other expenses directly in- 
volved in the production and distribution of 
the books. 

As for space advertising—perhaps the solu- 
tion would be for other publishers each to 
own magazines! But that even isn’t a fair 
answer. Actually a great deal of the pro- 
motion is done by circulars paid for out of 
the gross profit, and they have been respon- 
sible for a much greater number of direct 
orders than has the space advertising. The 
free space in the New Republic is important 
mainly in that it provides generalized pub- 
licity. Mailings are made to a master list 
of previous buyers of the Dollar Books, the 
older names being periodically weeded out; 
but special mailings are also made to inter- 
ested groups in education, business, etc. The 
returns from these mailings are high; they 
average five to six per cent on a twelve or 
thirteen thousand mailing. The mailing 
pieces are unpretentious, inexpensively 
printed and tell what the book is about in 
some detail. 

The New Republic’s venture obviously does 
not offer a model to be followed in all re- 
spects by any publisher wishing to try the 
dollar book experiment again. But it does 
point several morals. One is that there is a 
real market for selling, not renting, books of 
permanent value to the individual on the 
basis of low price. And another is that in 
tackling a new type of publishing it is just as 
well to throw away preconceived notions of 
distribution and costs and start afresh. 

In my opinion it is hard to overestimate 
the significance of the New Republic’s phil- 
osophy that “books are made by authors, not 
publishers.” More and more during recent 
years publishers have inspired, ordered, con- 
cocted, and synthetized books, first conceiv- 
ing the Big Idea (always sure-fire, of course) 
and going out, as a sort of an afterthought, 
to “find” the proper writer to do it. Then, 
more often than they care to think about, 
they find that they have merely given birth 
to one more plug, in spite of all the most 
strenuous efforts of their sales and advertis- 
ing departments to make it go. 











IX—Peiping—The French Bookstore 


I BeLiEvE I sHoutp apologize for the head- 
ing of this story, for it is rather difficult to 
describe in detail, with any regard for truth, 
a shop one has never seen. Anyway, it 
shouldn’t matter, for a bookshop is only as 
good or bad as its owner, and knowing as 
I think I do, the owner of the French 
Bookstore, perhaps a word or two about him 
will suffice for the shop itself. 

I was never quite certain of the serious- 
ness with which our attempt to sell Ameri- 
can books in the Orient was regarded, until 
I learned that it was the custom of dealers 
in various parts of China to make an annual 
pilgrimage to Shanghai for the sole purpose 
of inspecting the display of books arranged 
for their welcome by Mr. Snyder. Peiping 
is a thousand miles from Shanghai, a two 
and a half days’ journey each way. The 
French Bookstore is in Peiping, and we 
hadn’t much more than opened our trunks 
in Shanghai, when the door opened and in 
stepped the incomparable Henry Vetch. 

We're bound to form a mental portrait 
of those we’ve never met but have heard 
lots about. I’d pictured Vetch—I don’t 
know why—as short and stocky, bald, with 
thick-lensed spectacles and a black mustache. 
My apologies. As he came in I thought at 
first it was Carpentier the boxer. For 
those who’ve never seen Carpentier and who 
are curious about Vetch—both are about 6 
feet in height, blond, French and _ well- 
built. (I’ve never been exactly chummy 
with Carpentier but I saw him attempt to 
fight Dempsey at Boyle’s Thirty Acres and 
I’ve re-assured myself about the resemblance 
by perusing the numerous photos in my 
copy of “My Methods or, Boxing as a Fine 
Art,” by Georges Carpentier.) 

I had heard plenty about Vetch before | 
met him. I had read his letters, models of 
brevity and clarity. I had been told that no 
one, anywhere, knew so much about books 
—old or new, common or rare, whether in 
English or Chinese, in French or in Greek

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It was hard to believe although I 
recall being self-conscious and_ nervous 
when we met. But his smile re-assured me, 
and, thought I, anyone who looks that much 
like a prize fighter can’t know all that! I 
was speedily set right about how much 
Vetch knows about books. I think he 
knows all that is worth while knowing. I 
haven’t yet recovered from his habit of tell- 
ing ME about books I was trying to tell 
HIM about. He’s J. G. Wilson, E. Weyhe, 
A. Kroch, Dr. Rosenbach and Frank Magel 
in one. He’s Don Quixote, Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac and Tartarin of Tarascon in the bar- 
gain. Don’t take my word for it; I may 
be over-awed. Ask Harry Snyder. Ask 
anybody who’s ever been to Peiping! 

In the fall of 1933, John Day published 
“All Men Are Brothers,” a sort of Chinese 
Arabian Nights. It was translated into Eng- 
lish by Pearl Buck, and published in two 
volumes at $6.50. Mr. Vetch has bought 
and sold, to date, 700 sets of this work. The 
weightier they are the better he likes them, 
assuming, of course, there’s real worth in the 
weight. That is simply one little sale that 
occurs to me. 

For I have no notes to refer to about 
Vetch. I told him in Shanghai that I would 
like to say a few things about the shop, etc. 
His eyes had a dreamy look, and I knew he 
wouldn’t tell me anything. I said “All right, 
you've got lots to do here, but send me a 
note from the train—tell me something I can 
base a story on.” He became dreamier than 
ever; he looked like Carpentier in the fourth 
round. I’ve never had a word from him. 
He’s too busy selling books in Peiping. 

As for his buying books—it’s as pleasant 
an uphill job to sell him, as I know. Obvi- 
ously worthless books are attacked and 
tossed aside with true Gallic ferocity. 
(Prominent in this class are travel books by 
travelers who don’t know what they’re talk- 
ing about but who managed, just the same, 
to get their books published. And I know 


no fury exceeding that with which books 


—as he. 
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of travel in the Orient—in that same class— 
are greeted.) Titles which up to our ar- 
rival in Shanghai, hadn’t seemed terribly ex- 
citing, were pounced upon by Vetch and 
ordered in astonishing quantities. Other 
titles upon which we had set high hopes 
were dissected for our benefit with the in- 
formation, for instance, that in the original 
tongue the book had gone through so many 
printings, that our translation was not that 
of the revised and better edition, and that, 
alas, the English (the London) edition of 
our book could be landed in Shanghai ever 
so much cheaper than ours. 

Now while Vetch takes all the crowded 
hours of glorious life in his bookshop in the 
spirit of high adventure, I don’t doubt that 
he gets an added thrill when he sells one 
of his own publications. I have seen, in 
books of purely Oriental interest, his im- 
print on the title-page. I asked him for a 
list of titles he had published. I didn’t get 
it. But only the other day I spotted a book 
of his, reviewed in the January Asia “Prac- 
tical Chinese, including a Topical Dictionary 
of 5000 Everyday Terms,” Revised Edition, 
by Harry S. Aldrich, rst Lieut., U. S. Army. 
2 Vols. Mex. $15.00. That’s the sort of 
light little effort Vetch likes to publish. 

I had a more sustained view of Vetch one 
week-end than was afforded me during our 
biblio-talks. He suggested that we run 
down to Hangchow, not only to get away 
from books for a space, but to see some of 
the temples and meander around the places 
Marco Polo told his audiences about. We— 
Mr. & Mrs. V., Magill and I—chartered an 
ancient taxi-cab for a ludicrously small 
amount and started south. When we 
reached the outskirts of Hangchow the 
driver, a Shanghai Chinese, didn’t know the 
way and couldn’t understand the native dia- 
lect any too well. Vetch took the situation 
in hand. He had never been near Hang- 
chow in his life but from a recent reading 
of a guide book he knew where we were 
going to put up for the night and just how 
to get there. So after a succession of 
“rights” and “lefts” and “straight aheads” in 
Chinese we pulled up at the Ke Ling Hotel 
(the labels read “Clean Hotel”) without one 
wheel-revolution too many. 

Well, that’s how Vetch does things. It 
accounts I think for the fact that the French 
Bookstore is known all over the Orient as 
a shop where you can get almost any worth 
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Another thing | asked Vetch for and knew 
I wouldn't get, was a picture of his shop. 
So I suggested he sit still for five minutes 
and let me do a sketch of him. He said he 
would, sometime. Finally he arrived for the 
“sitting,” quite ruined so far as I was con- 
cerned. Mrs. V. had arranged a dinner 
party, she had insisted he put on his formal 
outfit and she had pushed him into a bar- 
bershop for a hair cut. Gone the luxuriant 
random mop of hair, gone the open neck and 
hanging cravat. Gone his poise and comfort. 
I did the best I could. He sat until I got 
his nose—the rest is memory. It makes no 
difference to Vetch, I am sure. 


while book that’s in print and many that 
are not in print. It accounts for the fact 
that even if he hasn’t the book he knows 
the quickest and cheapest way to get it. 

I should at least say where the shop is. 
It’s in the lobby of the Grand Hotel de 
Pekin. I picture Vetch watching this same 
lobby with a hungry eye. I see him pounc- 
ing on an unsuspecting stroller and con- 
vincing him in short order of the necessity 
of his owning this, that, and another book. 
I see the new owner of the book issuing 
forth, dazed but happy. He’s spent some 
money, what of it? He’s got the books and 
he’s heard Vetch. He'll even go back again, 
next time he’s in Peiping. He'll stagger out 
into the night with an even greater load. 
Voila! 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profession, 

from the which, as men of course do seek to re- 
ceive countenance and profit, so ought they of duty 
to endeavor themselves, by way of amends, to be a 
help and ornament thereunto. —BAacon. 


Headlines Are Optimistic 


THE BUSINEsS sECTIONS of the newspapers are 
becoming cheerful reading again with such 
headings as “Sales in All Sections Reported 
Above Figures Registered Last Year,” “Sales 
Increases Accompanied by Use of Great Va- 
riety of Projects,’ “Nationwide Drive to 
Push Quality Lines Predicted by Stores,” 
“Orders Heavy as Prices Move Upward,” 
“Mail-Ordering Heavy in Wholesale Lines.” 
Although these headings refer not to books 
but to general lines of merchandise, in total 
they create a sense of expectancy and opti- 
mism which must inevitably affect all buy- 
ing and selling. 

In the current reports of income tax returns 
also there is a hopeful note, as collections for 
the fall of 1935 are 41% over those of 1934. 
Business men are decidedly aware that 
business taxes are rising and are likely 
to stay at a high level, but there is some 
comfort in knowing that there is increased 
business activity from which the taxes may 
be paid. 

New York and New England have been 
lagging behind the rest of the country in re- 
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tail returns, so that it is encouraging to find, 
from the September reports from the New 
York Federal Reserve district, that business 
has shown a 10.3% increase over last year. 
Still more specific encouragement with re- 
gard to the booktrade is derived from the 
reports coming from many publishers that 
travelers are bringing in catalog check-ups 
for the first time in several seasons and that 
stores, especially at a distance, are willing to 
take a chance on the possibilities this fall. 


Trained Salesmen Needed 


DuRING THE FALL SEASON all retail stores ex- 
pand their staffs as increased business neces- 
sitates increased service. The manager does 
not always, however, consider carefully the 
problem of the training of new salesmen to 
represent the store adequately in their con- 
tacts with customers. 

One of the first entries on the bookseller’s 
October calendar should be to call a staff 
meeting, or, if possible, arrangements should 
be made for a series of staff meetings at 
which the store policy together with sales 
and display methods should be discussed. 
A series of such meetings during October 
and November would do much toward in- 
suring smooth and fruitful contacts between 
salesmen and customers. 

Does the staff know the ideals back of the 
business and its policy in selecting stock? 
Does it know the management’s attitude to- 
ward exchanges, toward special orders? 
Does every salesman understand all the de- 
tails involved in order taking, in the charge 
system, in the handling of credits, etc.? 

A thorough grounding on these basic 
points will save much friction with custom- 
ers, considerable time on the part of the 
managers, and in many cases prevent loss 
of customers who might have become im- 
patient and indignant if subjected to the 
fumblings of an ill-informed salesman. 

The time for such training is at the open- 
ing of the fall season for the regular staff 
and on arrival for temporary salesmen and 
not in the midst of the Christmas rush. 
Some stores have a sales manual which they 
hand to new salesmen, but in smaller estab- 
lishments where no such manual is available 
it would be well for the manager to have 
outlines made for the staff meetings and at 
the end of the series pass copies around 
among the staff for use as a guide, 
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The Educational Shift 


WHAT WILL THE NEw sTATisTics of popula- 
tion do to our educational program? The 
census indicates that America is rapidly be- 
coming a nation of adults. In 1920, accord- 
ing to recent statistics released from Teachers 
College, Columbia University, 40°, of our 
population was under twenty years of age, 
usually considered the school age, and 20° 
was over forty-five. Twenty-five years hence 
if the present trend continues, only 30° will 
be under twenty and 35% over forty-five. 
As the proportion of older people in- 
creases, our educational system must place 
increased emphasis on the educational prob- 
lems of the adult, in order to maintain an en- 
lightened democracy. That the adult edu- 
cational movement is already proceeding in 
that direction is evidenced by the situation 
today. Reports from nearly every state in 
the Union indicate that adults are returning 
to schools in unprecedented numbers. ‘The 
survey found that more than 400,000 work- 
ers are engaged on either a volunteer or pro- 
fessional basis in directing the training of 
20,000,000 adults. This means more stu- 
dents than are included in the entire under- 
graduate school system. The government is 
expending $18,000,000 a year to develop this 
program, yet government support covers 
only about 10°% of those who are studying. 
This program of after-school study has 
gone far beyond its original concept of voca- 
tional training or as a method of combat- 
ting delinquency. It now includes forums 
for discussion of public affairs such as has 
been so notably developed in Des Moines, 
classes for the study of literature, music and 
the arts, family relation and parent educa- 
tion groups, agricultural extension groups. If 
printed matter is to do its full part in such 
a program, there must be a new conception 
of the type of material provided and its 
method of presentation, there must be more 
illustrations, charts, diagrams, and every ad- 
vantage must be taken of the modern typo- 
graphical techniques to make the material at- 
tractive and easy to study. This immense 
program is not like the old evening school, 
maintained chiefly for the new Americans; 
it is maintained for the average American 
of all classes and types, for the ambitious 
young people, and for the older people who 
want to enrich their lives or to make their 
citizenship more intelligent. We have only 
just begun to learn how to serve those who 
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want informal education, who want to draw 
to themselves what they need rather than 
to sit quietly and accept what comes their 
way. The adult student is a rapid learner 
and is more clearly convinced than the 
younger student of just what he wants to 
know. Only by keeping aware of what the 
student actually wants can those who pro- 
vide teaching material supply the right tools 
for aids to education. 


American Material Wanted 


THERE SEEMS TO BE LITTLE DousT that the 
rare book business is showing signs of re- 
vival and that new life will first appear in 
the field of American first editions and Amer- 
cana. The late Merle Johnson, who fought 
so many good fights in the interest of Amer- 
ican authors and the collecting of their 
works, was a sure prophet when he pointed 
to this direction of collectors’ interest and 
insisted that it was not a temporary trend. 
Not only are the works of old standard 
novelists such as Cooper, Hawthorne, Long- 
fellow and others in demand, but out-of-the- 
way and less recognized books are being 
sought for, books such as Gelett Burgess’s 
“Purple Cow,” Edward Everett Hale’s “The 
Man Without a Country,’ Remington’s 
“Pony Tracks,” and twentieth century books 
such as “Sister Carrie,’ “Eben Holden,” the 
works of Vachel Lindsay, Ernest Heming- 
way, and others. The broadening of the 
field of interest is significant, and new col- 
lectors who are coming into the field are 
apparently going to make their own deci- 
sions as to what they will buy and why. 


Follow Nature’s Lead 


“Ir 1s QUITE TRUE that in the spring the 
planting fever is in the air,” writes F. F. 
Rockwell, garden editor of the New York 
Times, “and many amateurs seem to take it 
for granted that this fact indicates spring to 
be the normal season and the best one for 
planting of all kinds. Plant experts and 
other keen observers know that man and 
not nature is responsible for this interpreta- 
tion. As a matter of fact, nature does most 
of her planting in the fall and gardeners are 
learning that they may, with profit, follow 
her lead.” 

Perhaps booksellers, also, may follow the 
same lead and keep garden books out a 
while longer with posters and display cards 
emphasizing the importance of fall planting. 








Heritage Press Plans Classics 


With Retailers’ Needs in Mind 


CALLING ITsELF the first American publish- 
ing house organized with the active coopera- 
tion of booksellers, and with the booksellers’ 
needs primarily in mind, the Heritage Press 
of 551 Fifth Avenue, New York City, this 
fall inaugurates a policy of selling beautiful 
editions of classics at a price of $5. The 
Press has been organized by the Directors 
of the Limited Editions Club and its own 
Board of Directors includes, besides George 
Macy and Harold Riegelman of the Limited 
Editions Club, Cedric R. Crewell, general 
manager of the Doubleday, Doran Book 
Shops, Frank L. Magel, president of the 
Putnam Bookstore, and A. Kroch, of the 
Kroch-Brentano Stores. Six illustrated edi- 
tions of accepted classics, each printed on 
practically indestructible paper and specially 
bound, constitute the fall list. They will ap- 
pear around November rst, and from reports 
of orders already placed, they are expected 
to be best sellers among gift books through 
the Christmas season. 

The publishing program of the Heritage 
Press is expressed by its slogan “The classics 
which are our heritage from the past, in edi- 
tions which will be the heritage of the fu- 
ture.” To determine which titles to publish 
this fall and also which titles to publish at 
a later date, the Press, through personal let- 
ters to booksellers and also through its house 
organ, The Heritage Sandglass, asked book- 
sellers to select from a list of 50 classics those 
which should be published first, those which 
should be published later, and also those 
which should not be published at all. The 
returns from this vote are intensely inter- 
esting. Each title which received a vote for 
immediate publication received two points; 
each title receiving a vote for publication 
sometime was given one point, and each title 
which received an adverse vote had a point 
taken away. Under this system “The 
Rubaiyat of Omar Khayy4m” ranked first. 
“The Song of Solomon,” the Directors of the 
Press report, would have run away with the 
vote, if it had not been for the fact that 29 
booksellers out of the 300 or more voting 
did not want it published at all. 


News of the Week 
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From a list of 20 most popular books the 
directors picked 6 titles for publication this 
fall. “David Copperfield” will be published 
with illustrations by John Austen, bound in 
full leather with part of the design burned 
into the leather and part stamped in pure 
gold. “The Song of Solomon” will be pub- 
lished in an edition with illuminations in 
pure gold by Valenti Angelo, bound in full 
red leather. “The Scarlet Letter” will have 
illustrations by W. A. Dwiggins, who has 
also designed the book in the style of 1850, 
and will also be bound in full scarlet leather. 
“The Tragedy of Romeo and Juliet” is il- 
lustrated by Sylvain Sauvage, the printing is 
in black and red throughout and the binding 
is half calf. “A Shropshire Lad” has been 
illustrated by E. A. Wilson and is the first 
edition to have been illustrated in color. It 
is to be bound in full brown leather. “The 
Story of Manon Lescaut,” the sixth title, has 
illustrations by Pierre Brissaud, and_ the 
binding is half pigskin. 

The directors have also announced that 
Norman Rockwell is at work on a series of 
oil paintings for the illustrations to “Tom 
Sawyer,” which will be published next year 
or later.

As for the format of the books, they will 
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be sumptuously made, according to the ad- 
vance reports. Full and half leather bindings, 
as noted, will enhance their appeal as gift edi- 
tions. The paper will be of exceptional qual- 
ity. The six samples of Heritage Press pa- 
pers submitted to a paper chemist tested 
nearly equal to Class I of the Bureau of 
Standards, which is paper of absolute per- 
manence. Class II papers, in which the 
Heritage Press samples ranked very near the 
top, are expected to have a life span of 100 
years. And the type pages are to be de- 
signed with especial care. 

The price of $5 was selected after a meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors at which the 
bookseller members pointed out the advan- 
tages of a standard price for all volumes, a 
price which would allow the making of a 
really remarkable book, and a price which 
would allow a substantial discount to the 
bookseller. 

Preston H. Early, “Pete” to most book- 
sellers, has been made sales manager for the 
Heritage Press and is at present on a six 
weeks selling tour, during which time he 
will call on 150 selected booksellers. The 
rest of the trade will be covered by Melrich 
V. Rosenberg and Company. 

An indication of the potentialities of the 
new venture is given by the results of Pete 
Early’s first three calls in Chicago. The first 
bookseller gave him orders for 600 copies 
of the six books; the second bookseller or- 
dered 150 copies and the third bookseller 
ordered 1200 copies. In one day he showed 
dummies to five booksellers and took orders 
for 2500 books. 


Three Years for Postal Violation 


Esar Levine, head of the Panurge Press and 
Forum Librorum, 70 Fifth Avenue, New 
York City, was sentenced to three years in 
prison by the Federal Court last week after 
a jury had found him guilty of mailing ob- 
jectionable book advertisements to the Rev- 
erend Warner McWilliams of Arlington, 
N. J. Ben Raeburn, office manager of the 
Falstaff Press, 230 Fifth Avenue, New York 
City, is being held in $1,000 bail for the 
grand jury by United States Commissioner 
Cotter following his arrest on a warrant 
charging the mailing of objectionable book 
advertisements. The action of postal inspec- 
tors in both cases was said to be due to a 
strong desire on the part of Postmaster Gen- 
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eral Farley to close the mails to obscene ad- 
vertisements of books, following his receipt 
of many complaints that such advertisements 
were being mailed to ministers and religious 
institutions. 


Bibliography of Economics 


AN EXTENSIVE “Bibliography of Economics” 
covering a limited period, 1751-1775, has been 
prepared for the British Academy by Henry 
Higgs and published by Macmillan. The 
committee which had charge of its compila- 
tion was headed by Professor W. R. Scott 
and included leading English authors: J. M. 
Keynes, Sir Josiah Stamp, and others. This 
bibliography would be particularly valued by 
scholars who are studying the commercial 
and economic situation in Europe and Amer- 
ica previous to the Revolutionary War. The 
volume is one of over 700 pages listing 6,700 
items, and is indexed by author and title. 


F. G. Melcher Elected Head 
of N. Y. Library Association 


AT THE ANNUAL MEETING of the New York 
State Library Association, held in conjunc- 
tion with the New York-New England Re- 
gional Conference at Bolton’s Landing, Lake 
George, N. Y., September gth-14th, Frederic 
G. Melcher, editor of the Publishers’ Weekly 
and president of the R. R. Bowker Co., was 
elected president of the Association for the 
ensuing year. 


“The Power of the Press” 


THERE MAY OR MAY NOT BE a moral in the 
following story which we reprint from the 
September 4th issue of The Bookseller, our 
British contemporary: 

“How many copies of a book does a fa- 
vourable newspaper review sell? One copy, 
ten copies, fifty copies, no copies? It is al- 
ways impossible to say with anything like 
certainty and, anyhow, nearly everything 
must depend upon the book itself. But how 
many copies of a book should a thousand 
newspaper reviews of that book sell? Most 
people would suppose a good many. 

“A few weeks ago there appeared over 
the imprint of Ivor Nicholson & Watson a 
book entitled ‘A Housewife Looks at Down- 
ing Street,’ a benevolent survey of the work 
done by the National Government. Not far 
short of two thousand copies—practically the 
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whole edition, in fact—were sent out to the 
press for review. Not only that, they were 
reviewed. After a week or so Durrant’s 
began to consider the advisability of deliver- 
ing the acres of press cuttings by van. 

“No copies went to the bookshops, for the 
book had not been subscribed. There were, 
indeed, no copies for sale, the distribution of 
the book to the press having been the au- 
thor’s sole intention and desire. 

“One must, therefore, imagine the public 
driven into the bookshops by the sheer force 
of this Niagara of newspaper comment, and 
turning away puzzled and dissatished at 
being denied. Actually, a fortnight after the 
book had been published, not only had there 
not been a single copy ordered through book- 
sellers from the publishers—there had been 
received not a single enquiry concerning it.” 


Wiemeler Exhibit Opens 


An ExuHiBIT of bookbindings of Ignatz Wie- 
meler opens next week at the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York. This is the first 
large showing of this master craftsman, con- 
sidered by most book collectors to be the 
great master of bookbinding in Europe. Mr. 
Wiemeler is head of the Bookbinding De- 
partment of the School of Graphic Arts in 
Leipzig, with pupils throughout the world. 

The exhibit has been brought together by 
Monroe Wheeler of New York, who supplies 
the introduction to the handsome catalog 
that is being prepared by the Museum. There 
will be fifty books in the collection, brought 
from various European countries. 


Italians Fix Book Prices 


Prick-FIxtnGc has become an established fact 
for Italian booksellers and publishers we see 
from a brief article in a recent number of 
Toute l’Edition. 

The syndical associations of Italian pub- 
lishers and booksellers, aware of the need 
for a reasonable commercial discipline in 
their business, have recently drawn up a 
booksellers’ code which has been given legal 
force by a governmental decree. The-stipu- 
lations of this code are very severe in regard 
to conditions of selling books to the public; 
they impose on booksellers strict observance 
of the price marked on the cover of the book 
and forbid the slightest deviation from this. 

The Federation of Bookdealers has made a 
placard for posting in all shops, reading: 


“The prices by which books will be sold to

the public, either by publisher or bookseller, 
are the full, obligatory prices inscribed on the 
cover or in the catalog. 

“Publishers are forbidden to allow their cli- 
ents discounts disguised in the form of gifts. 

“In case of any breach of this agreement, 
there will be applied, besides the sanctions 
provided by the laws of the associations, 
those of Article 2, paragraph 2, of Law 163, 
February 5, 1934. Moreover, infringement 
of the law will result in the cancelling of 
the right of individual contracts made _ be- 
tween publishers and booksellers.” 

Publishers, booksellers and second-hand 
bookdealers must post a copy of the present 
ruling in their business quarters. Also, the 
part of this law which concerns the public 
must be posted in a conspicuous place in the 
bookstores. At the bottom of the placard, in 
capitals, are the following words: “The pub- 
lic is begged not to ask for any reduction, 
considering the impossibility of granting it.”

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New Line of Home Bookshelves 
to Be Sold in Bookstores 


THE NEED OF MODERN AMERICAN Houses for 
suitable book cases and the advantage accru- 
ing to booksellers from the promotion of 
home bookshelves, a subject in which the 
Publishers’ Weekly has long been interested, 
has been recognized by the Globe-Wernicke 
Company of Cincinnati, which has an- 
nounced two new lines of beautiful wood 
bookcases which are to be actively merchan- 
dized through the retail booktrade. 

Globe-Wernicke has developed an attrac- 
tive merchandizing plan for booksellers 
whereby dealers may give customers a ten- 
volume set of O. Henry and a six-volume set 
of the Nature Library free to purchasers of 
the bookcases. Dealers are also offered a 
generous assortment of advertising material 
including window display cards, an attrac- 
tive illustrated mailing piece and mats of a 
number of newspaper ads. 

The bookcases are of modern design and 
fine workmanship. They are made of thor- 
oughly air-seasoned wood, properly kiln 
dried, carefully selected for uniformity of ap- 
pearance and each of the two styles may be 
secured finished in genuine walnut or ma- 
hogany face veneer. Shelves are adjustable 
every half inch. 

There are four sizes in each style:

In addition the largest size may be ob- 
tained with full length glass doors, making 
a total of ten models. 

The retail prices range from $15.50 to 
$21.50 including the free set of books, and 
the glass doors are $4 extra. 

The Globe-Wernicke Company suggests 
to booksellers that they display one or two 
models in the bookstore, taking orders to be 
filled from the factory or warehouse. This 
eliminates the difficulty of finding display 
space for the entire line. One or two of the 
cases in the store do not take up too much 
room and they may themselves be used for 
the display of books. 

The production of this new line of book- 
cases by Globe-Wernicke came about partly 
through an editorial in the Publishers’ 
Weekly for August 17, 1935, entitled “Book- 
shelves Are Important” in which it was 
pointed out that it would even pay book- 
sellers to sell bookcases without profit for the 
opportunity they might have to fill them. 
Globe-Wernicke had been considering their 
plan for some time, but were slightly in 
doubt whether booksellers would avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of merchandizing 
bookshelves. The Publishers’ Weekly was 
happy to inform them that a great many 
booksellers would be interested.

IN A RECENT LETTER to the New York Times 
A. A. Wyn, a publisher of magazines in the 
so-called pulp field, supplied the following 
estimates of the size of this pubishing indus- 
try: 


125 pulp magazines are issued in 
U.S. A. 
10,000,000 people buy pulp magazines 
each month 
30,000,000 people read these magazines 
$1,500,000 is spent for stories and articles 
100,000,000 words a year are printed 


(This would mean that the average rate 
of pay to authors was 1/4 cents a word.) 

Ten cents is the usual price of a “pulp” 
and this carries the magazine with little in- 
come from advertising. 


Twain Exhibit Sent to Russia 


A CONSIGNMENT of Mark Twainiana, gath- 
ered from various sources in the United 
States, has just been shipped by the Interna- 
tional Exchange of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion to the Soviet Union where it will con- 
stitute a large part of an exhibit to be held 
by the House of Culture Library in Lenin- 
grad on the rooth anniversary of the birth 
of Mark Twain. The material was collected 
by Ruth Melamed, assistant at the Queens 
Borough Public Library, Jamaica, New York, 
and includes rare books, medals, engravings 
and facsimiles. 

One of the ten medals struck off by Julio 
Kilenyi, New York medalist, especially for 
the Mark Twain Centennial, is being pre- 
sented to the Leningrad Library. These 
medals have been presented by the New 
York Mark Twain Association to notable 
figures in the United States and abroad, in- 
cluding Franklin D. Roosevelt, Governor 
Lehman of New York, Rudyard Kipling, 
Lord Halifax, Chancellor of Oxford Univer- 
sity, and Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University. 

Charlie Chaplin and Will Rogers, who 
were chosen as the two men in motion 
pictures best typifying American humor, were 
selected to receive medals. Presentation was 


made to Chaplin, but Will Rogers’ death 
occurred before the medal could be presented 
to him. 
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The House of Culture Library in Lenin- 
grad is said to be one of the most advanced 
institutions of its type on the continent. It 
is a public library of a popular type, catering 
particularly to readers who borrow rather 
than consult books. 


Textbooks of the Future 


Manuracturers and book designers are in- 
vited to put into concrete form their sugges- 
tions for textbooks of the future, and these 
will be published in connection with the 
exhibit of textbooks of the future at the 
National Arts Club next February. 

Melbert Cary, Jr., chairman of the Com- 
mittee of the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts in charge of this exhibition, has ap- 
pointed Monroe Wheeler as chairman of this 
special project, and information as to the 
character of the exhibit material desired for 
this part of the show may be obtained from 
Mr. Wheeler at 362 Fifth Avenue. 

The Textbooks of the Future Exhibit 
promises to be one of the most interesting 
undertakings of the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts. The selection is, of course, 
on the design of books and not on the teach- 
ing value of the text, and the exhibit may 
be expected to bring in common interest to- 
gether educators, publishers and all the 
manufacturing groups interested in book- 
making. A collection of books from foreign 
countries gathered by the Lakeside Press of 
Chicago will be displayed, and the best mod- 
ern design in American textbooks will be 
selected from material submitted by a special 
jury. 


Adult Education Series Published 
in Trade Edition 


A SERIES OF BOOKs especially suitable for adult 
education work to be known as “The Uni- 
versity Series” is ready in a trade edition 
issued by the University Society of New 
York. This series of popular illustrated 
books on science was originally published in 
subscription sets at $1.50 a volume, but there 
was so much demand for the books for gen- 
eral educational and adult reading purposes 
that the publishers have consented to make 
editions which can be sold separately at $1 
in a cloth binding and 65c in a paper 
binding. 
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News from Publishers 


ALEXANDER Woo tcott goes back on the air 
on Sunday night, October 6th, at 7 P.M. 
Eastern Standard Time. He will resume his 
series of broadcasts, again sponsored by 
Cream of Wheat, over WABC and the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. It is ru- 
mored that in his first broadcast he will talk 
about two books which he read and enjoyed 
this summer. His own new book will be 
published by Viking on December 2nd. It 
will be called “The Woollcott Reader” and 
will be an omnibus volume of over 1000 
pages, containing a selection from among the 
books and stories which he likes best, not 
necessarily great masterpieces, but things 
which he goes back to and reads again and 
again. The book will include 8 full-length 
books, and some shorter selections, represent- 
ing 18 authors. The volume will contain 
an introductory essay by Woollcott, and notes 
on each of the selections. 


The magazine Letters, established by Time 
Magazine \ast year as a result of the popular 
interest in the correspondence columns of 
Time, has recently noted tremendous inter- 
est among its readers in photography. To 
test that interest, Letters ran an advertise- 
ment a few months ago asking how many 
people would be interested in an annual of 
U. S. photography. The response was so 
great that arrangements were immediately 
undertaken and Letters was able to announce 
last month that William Morrow & Co. 
would publish on October 2nd a volume of 
photographs to be called U. S. Camera, 1935. 
This announcement ad carried a coupon on 
which orders could be sent to the publisher, 
who in turn would turn them over for de- 
livery to the bookseller nearest the person 
ordering. To date 500 of these coupons 
have been received and more than half were 
accompanied by cash. 

Morrow reports advance orders from the 
trade for 4,000 copies. The first printing will 
be 10,000 and there will be a possibility of 
only one more reprint this fall, due to the 
expense of manufacture. The volume will 
have more than 200 photographs reproduced 
in Beck Gravure by the Beck Engraving 
Company of Philadelphia. There will be 
several color plates. The price is $2.75. 
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Macmillan tells us that the most jealously 
guarded film in history is being completed 
under the direction of Alexander Korda at 
the Isleworth Studios in England. It is 
H. G. Wells’ “Things to Come,” the “scen- 
ario” of which Macmillan will publish in 
book form on October 29th. It is no ordi- 
nary scenario, Macmillan reports, but a new 
fiction form which enables Mr. Wells to 
crowd whole chapters of thrilling incidents 
into a single page. The story of “Things to 
Come” is based on the material in Mr. Wells’ 
“The Shape of Things to Come” in the sense 
that the events predicted in that book are 
made the background of the action, which 
moves through warfare and destruction into 
a reconstructed world.

Merle Johnson 
An Appreciation 


THE COMMON COMPLAINT that death came 
too soon can be made against the passing 
of Merle Johnson only if we assume that 
life would have been kinder to him than it 
had latterly been. Twice death struck at him 
through the instrument of cruel auto acci- 
dents. The first he survived by two years, 
the second by only a few months. Defiant 
scoffer that he was, laugh though he did at 
these terrible blows to his health, one felt 
that he divined the end was near, and he 
strove to meet it in much the same way he 
met any exigent situation, that of amiable 
surrender. 

Although a professional bookseller, the 
problems of bibliography engaged his atten- 
tion almost exclusively. One cannot chron- 
icle the great sales he made, nor report with 
engaging anecdotage the thrills he produced 
in the auction room, nor again, recount the 
treasures that passed through his hands. 
These are the accepted symbols of booksell- 
ing fame, but he gave little heed to them. 
It was enough for him that his name became 
recognized as a synonym for bibliographical 
authority. 

His “American First Editions,’ “High 
Spots of American Literature,” “You Know 
These Lines,” etc., anticipated and lent force 
to the growing interest in our native litera- 
ture. But there was nothing provincial or 
chauvinistic in his championing of Amer- 
ican letters. While recognizing the enduring 
greatness of our English heritage, he 
squirmed at the indifference to American 
authors displayed by American collectors. 
Their neglect he treated as a challenge and 
where our literary critics succeeded only in 
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further embalming our writers, Merle John- 
son’s bibliographies inspired collectors to a 
widespread interest in their work. If, ironic 
as the fact may be, Rockwell Kent resur- 
rected Moby Dick for American readers, al- 
most a forgotten literature was disentombed 
by Merle Johnson’s enthusiasm. 

The chief beneficiary of his labors is the 
booktrade. Lacking entirely any business 
acumen, he was frivolous, if not irresponsi- 
ble, in his treatment of material things. He 
never begrudged his colleagues’ successes 
and frequently he uncomplainingly saw 
others, less altruistic, reap the harvest of his 
own labors. He could have died a rich man. 
That he chose otherwise is another warrant 
of his rare unselfishness as a man and his 
unmixed devotion to his bibliographical 
work,

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Ir GAMALIEL BRADFORD HAD LIVED, could 
have gathered the material with his usual 
thoroughness, and used Huey Long as one 
of his psychographs, what a delightful sub- 
ject it would have been for him, and what 
an interesting chapter it would have made 
for the reader! Nowhere has there been a 
character sketch that portrays his many-sided 
and versatile nature. Long was a close and 
accurate observer with a marvelously reten- 
tive memory, and a rapidity of thought and 
action that was a natural gift. His experi- 
ence as a senator was brief, but he mastered 
the intricacies of parliamentary usage and 
precedent and familiarity with senatorial tra- 
dition in short order, and was an expert 
troublemaker with scarcely a parallel in Con- 
gressional history. It is said that he had read 
the Bible from cover to cover seven times, 
and he could quote Scripture like a bishop. 
In his early political campaigning in Louisi- 
ana his use of Biblical illustration confounded 
his opponents. He loved music, was familiar 
with the history of its development, was 
something of a song composer, and could 
handle the bandmaster’s baton with an agil- 
ity and grace that brought applause from 
both sides of a street. He was familiar with 
a wide range of political history and strug- 
gles since the early days of the Republic. 
He had read stump speeches, orations, and 
the debates in Congress, with much of the 
concentration and relish of the confirmed 
devotee of magazine fiction. What he read, 
incidents and phraseology, clung to his mem- 
ory and could be appropriated with little 
effort. All this has been noted, and is appar- 
ently more or less known. A flashlight on 
this singular man comes to us that shows 
new light on his many-sided interests. A 
person having something to do with rare 
books and autographic material, who had had 
some correspondence with Senator Long, 
called at the Capitol during the closing days 
of the last session of Congress to see him. 
He had run across some letters of the sena- 
tor’s ancestors, and he ‘thought that they 
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might be of interest. The senator was glad 
to get them, and told an incident of one ot 
the writers of these letters, and then impul- 
sively inquired: “What will the first edition 
of Spenser’s “Faerie Queene” cost me?” 
When told its approximate value, he replied: 
“I am reading Spenser spare moments and 
he is becoming a passion with me. Keats 
led me to Spenser. I can well understand 
the inspiration he was to this young English 
poet. Keats to me is the prince of poets. 
When I ran across a copy of “The Odes of 
Keats’ in the Clarendon Press edition, I was 
fascinated with his ‘Ode on a Grecian Urn’ 
and ‘To Autumn.” And he quoted from 
memory the three stanzas of the latter with 
a correctness and effectiveness of expression 
that bore unmistakable evidence of his ap- 
preciation and understanding. “And I want 
the first editions of the three volumes of 
Keats published during his lifetime as nearly 
as possible as they came from the press. 
Don’t forget this.” The whole conversation 
was at rapid-fire speed. Our correspondent 
says: “Senator Long had a gifted mind and 
a passion for finer things. He was side- 
tracked in the political bogs, and his tragic 
end was not the greatest tragedy of all.” It 
Gamaliel Bradford had been privileged to 
add one more character to his “Damaged 
Souls,” that of Huey Long would not have 
been the least interesting in the absorbing 
volume. 


Dr. Rosensacu has purchased another copy 
of the First Folio of Shakespeare published 
in London in 1623. In 1933 he paid the 
record price of $61,770 for the Earl of Rose- 
berry copy, which was remarkable for its 
fine condition. Evidently he regards the 
association interest of this volume as giving 
it greater distinction than “superb condi- 
tion,” for he says that he regards it as his 
greatest acquisition in recent years. ‘This 
copy is said to have been bought in 1623, 
the year it was published, by Cotton Mather 
and brought to America in a sister ship of 
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the Mayflower. Sir Sidney Lee lists it as 
the first copy of the First Folio to come to 
America, and there is no doubt about that. 
In addition to this record, of unique interest 
to an American collector, the volume con- 
tains the autographs of several famous 
scholars and Shakespearian actors. A year 
before he died, in 1865, Edward Everett, 
orator and statesman, wrote in this copy: “It 
is said that manuscripts of the Pandects at 
Florence used to be exhibited with lighted 
tapers, as a sacred relic. I should be more 
inclined to pay that honor to the First Folio 
of Shakespeare.” Edwin Booth and Fanny 
Janauschek autographed the volume on 
November 3, 1868, four days before they 
opened together in Boston in “Macbeth” with 
Mme Janauschek speaking Lady Macbeth’s 
lines in German. Adalaide Ristori, the 
Italian actress, Helena Modjeska, who was 
famous for her Rosalind, and Thomas Sal- 
vini, who played Othello to Booth’s Iago, 
also signed the volume. The latest auto- 
graph, dated 1go1, is that of Coquelin, 
French actor of Shakespearian roles. This 
copy of the First Folio will take high rank 
with any of the 165 known to exist, but to 
an American Shakespearian collector it 
would undoubtedly stand first. 


Tue New York Times, musing upon the 
happy bucolic surroundings of Farmer Roose- 
velt at Hyde Park, observes that the “Old 
Farmer’s Almanac” hangs by a string from 
a nail on the kitchen wall. This simple an- 
nouncement has provoked widespread favor- 
able comment. One remarked that the “Old 
Farmer’s Almanac” is the true compendium 
of New England common sense, and those 
homely observations upon sound husbandry 
which have brightened its issues year after 
year since 1793 are as true today as when 
Washington was President. An almanac 
collector says that his collection “has been a 
sound teacher and its philosophy practical, 
elevating, and permanently useful and inspir- 
ing.” An editorial critic notes that “as you 
pass through the country you can almost 
pick out those farms where the ‘Almanac’ 
hangs by the chimney-side, dog-eared with 
much handling. The orchards are pruned, 
the fences are in repair, the barns are painted, 
there are flowers in the front-door yard.” 
And many more similar remarks have ap- 
peared in the press. Early almanacs have 


had many collectors, and even files of the 
“Old Farmer’s Almanac” would not go beg- 
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ging. Recent tributes and general publicity 
ought to encourage old collectors and make 
some new ones. 


Tue New York Hisroricar Society is hold- 
ing an exhibition of historical material re- 
lating to the Federal Constitution and _ its 
adoption which will be continued until the 
end of this month. The society is rich in 
books, pamphlets, broadsides, documents, au- 
tograph letters—original source material of 
the greatest historical value. There is a first 
edition of “The Federalist,” containing the 
writings of Hamilton, Madison and Jay in 
favor of the adoption of the Constitution by 
New York. These contributions were first 
printed in the New York Independent Jour- 
nal under the anonym “Publius,” and 
a copy of the bound editions of the paper for 
that period is on view opened at the first 
contribution on October 27, 1787. The ex- 
hibit includes a printed draft of the Consti- 
tution as reported to the Federal Convention 
on September 12, 1787. There are tables and 
chairs used by the convention, and the hand- 
written account of the proceedings by Rufus 
King, a manuscript of special historical value 
since the proceedings were secret and the 
journal edited by John Quincy Adams and 
printed in 1819 is incomplete. There are 
numerous other items of similar historical in- 
terest and value. 


No. 1, oF Vor. VII of The Month at Good- 
speed’s is as bright in text and attractive in 
illustration as any of the sixty numbers that 
have preceded it. Some of the items offered 
in this issue are the two-volume edition of 
Plutarch’s “Lives,” which Jensen printed at 
Venice in 1478; a copperplate facsimile of an 
early view of Amherst College, an association 
copy of the first issue of the first edition of 
Longfellow’s “Hiawatha”; a presentation copy 
of Robinson’s “The Children of the Night,” 
first edition; a hand-colored aquatint of “The 
Wynnstay Hunt,” by Davey in 1855, after a 
painting by Henry Calvert; and many other 
items of similar interest, together with a 
real bargain list of “Dollar First Editions,” 
in original bindings in good second-hand 
condition. This little magazine, for it is 
more than a catalog, has had some imitators 
but they have not lasted long. In one of his 
paragraphs the editor says “You must have 
noticed how we drag in all the human in- 
terest in sight,” and we add that this is what 
has given this publication its unique charm. 
Its imitators have failed at this very point. 
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THE LAW LIBRARY collected by the late EI- 
bridge T. Gerry, of New York, comprising 
36,000 volumes ranging from sixteenth cen- 
tury works of great rarity to State Appellate 
Court reports complete to 1927, has been pre- 
sented by Senator Peter G. Gerry of Rhode 
Island to the Supreme Court of the United 
States and has been placed on the library 
shelves of the new Supreme Court Building.
